“FAMILY” BANK 


Molsons to Be Taken Over by 
the Bank of Montreal in 
Exchange for Stock 


WAS IN SAME FAMILY 
OVER SEVENTY YEARS 


Ratification by Shareholders 
All That Is Necessary Now 
to Complete Deal 


MONTREAL, Oct. 29.—(By Cana- 
dian Press)—The last of Canada's 
“family” banks is to disappear inthe 
taking over of the Molsons Bank by 
the Bank of Montreal announced tn 
an official statement here today. The 
Molsons Bank, founded in Montreal 
over 70 years ago, has been in the 
hands of the cummercial and finan- 
clal family group of that name since 
then. 

Tho absorption of the Molsons 
Bank by the Bank of Montreal is, of 
course, subject to the ratification by 
shareholders of both jnstitutions, 
but there wil! not likely be any dif- 
ficulty in securing this. The acting 
minister of finance, Hon. J. A. Robb, 
has approved the transaction. The 
absorption of the Molsons Bank, one 
of the smaller banks of the domin- 
ion, by a stronger bank has been ex- 
pected on the “sireet" for some time, 
where it was regarded as a natural 
course of events. 

Was Sound Bank 


A testimony to the stabitity of; 
Molsons is to be found in the terms 
absorption, the Bank of Montreal 


giving two shares of its own stock 
for three of Molsons, and a bonus 
of $10 for every share of Molsons, 
The shareholders of Molsons will 
also receive their quarterly dividend 
due January 1 next. The list of 
Canadian chartered banks is reduced 
to 12 by the passing of Molsons, ag 
compared with 18 at the beginning 
of 1922. 

Official announcement 
this evening that the Bank 
real had taken over the 
Bank.

“It is announced 
consent of the Hon. J. A. Robb, act- 
ing minister of finance, an agree- 
ment has been entered dnto between 
the Molsons Bank and the Bank of 
Montreal, whereby, subject tc the 
approval of the shareholders of hoth 
banks and the governor-in-councll, 
the Bank of Montreal is to purchase 
the assets and assumes the liabilities 
of the Molsons Bank on terins which 
it is believed will be satisfactory to 
the shareholders of both institutions. 

“The basis of the agreement is 
that ths “Molsons 
will receive two shares of Bank of 
Montreal stock for three shares of 
Molsons Bank stock and, in addition, 
a cash bonua of $10 for each Mol- 
sons Bank share.

‘It is unnecessary to add that 
taking over of the assets and liabili- 
ties of the Molsons Bank by the 
Bank of Montreal will conserve and 
extend the facilities formerly given 
by the Molsens Bank.” 

The absorption of the Molsons 
Bank by the Bank.of Montreal com- 
bines two of the oldest banking 
houses in Canada. 

The Bank of Montreal was found- 
ed in 1817, and the Molsons in 1855. 
Both have their head offices in Mont- 
real, The directors of the Molsons 
are all Montreal men with the ex-
